An appeal against the judgment. of Mr 
Justice C: W. Reece who found in favour of the 
United Chinese Bank, Ltd. of 8A Des Voeux Road, 
Central, was brought before-the Full Court com- 


prising the Chief Justic

found against. the Fong 


Chaut Lau (a Chinese restaurant) of 480 Hen- 


nessy Road, and against Albert Francis Bailey,:

The United Chinese Bank had 
claimed $10,000 being the

together with interest thercor, at 
the rate of 1% per cent. per 
month from Fong Chaut Lru;

vanced by the Bank on his be- 
half and at his request. 

Bailey himself had &Srought 
two actions against the Bank 
The first was a claim fo 
$77,239.78 comprising mone: 
which he claimed was wrongly 
debited by the Bank from his 
current account and marginal 
deposit pald to the Bank for ao 
letter of credit. The other claim 
was for damages for alleged delay 
caused by the Bank in crediting 
Bailey's account with various 
sums being the balance of mar- 
adinal deposits paid in respect of 
expired or otherwise cancelled 
letters of credit; alleged Improper 
disclosure of certain trade soczets; 
alleged improper accept nee of 
documents; and allege: ngful 
debiting yet Bailey's, eurrent 
accoun nm respect of a° pre- 
matured bill, 2 

Mr Justice Reece in his judg- 
ment also dismissed with costs 
the counter-claim by Bailey

POSITION. EXPLAINED 
Mr Bernacchi said that the 
appeal arose out of a number 
of consolidated ‘actlons. The 
position of Fong Chaut Lau, 50 
far as he was concerned with 
arguing the oppeal, was that

been discharged at least in the 
fizst instance by debiting the 


account- of —Balley- who— had .a- 


personal account with the re- 
spondent bank. That account 
weuld have heen more than 
sufficient to pay the indebted- 
ness of Fong Chaut Lau were 
it not for the fact that the ace 
count 'was Ueblted with certain 
bills of exchange In respect to 
certain shipping documents, the 
subject matter of one of the 
ether actlons consolidated with

It ‘therefore followed, Counsel 
submitted, that if the present 
appeal was successful in the 
sense that the Court held that 
these monies « should not have 
been debited, then although the 
indebtedness of Fong Chaut 
Lau must still have to be pald 
off, the action against the 
restaurant should never have 
been brought because there 
was at all times ample funds 
to discharge ‘that indebtedness 
in accordance with the ad- 
mitied agreement, 

Counsel sald that he was 
going to arguc on two main 
points, namely: (1) ‘that the 
bills of lading 
case should not have been ac- 
cepted; and’ (2) that the action 
for wrongful disclosure should 
either be ordered to be tried 
again or. else the judgmen’d 
in that action should be re- 
versed and judgment entered for 
BaWey, . : 

In answer td the Chief Jus-

Regarding the other aspect as 
to whether it was a clean bill 
of lading or not, Counsel sald 
he would deal with the matter 
later on but at‘the present timo 
he referred the Court to ‘the 
judgment of Mr Justice Reece, 
which read "J am agntisfied on 
the face of them (the bills of 
lading) they are occan bills." 

Counsel said that on the face 
of them they were bills of 
lading and issued by a coastal 
line. That coastal line, how- 
ever, gave what it called. itself 
ra through bill..of lading to 


the port, ‘of Bremen, ond it 
further stated that they were 
ocean bills of” lading because 
they covered a shipment from 
Bremen to Hongkong, which 
wos an occaon voyage. 

After referring to Scrutton 
on Charter Parties, Mr Ber- 
macchi said that to say they 
were ocean bills of lading 
meant that he must be entitled 
to sue the carricr for the Jour= 
ney from the time these goods 
were landed at Bremen untlt 
the goods were landed: at 
Hongkong, and. it was his syb- 
mission that on this bill of ladin, 
the ability of the coasta’ 
carrier was expressly exempted 
and there was no endorsement 
of ‘the-ocean- carrier taking over: 
that lability. :
